Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tiiis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AlPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 20, 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Globerman-5,776,161 . 

As to claims 20-37, Globerman-'161 (Fig. 27 and the specification) discloses connector 
members connecting circumferential springs/rings such as one labeled as ABCDEFGHIJKLM, 
circumferential spring/ring ABCDEFGHIJKLM including circumferential spaced struts AF, FK 
and KP. Strut FGHIJK having 1®' end portion FG, 2"'' end portion JK and curved portion GHIJ in 
between, 1®' end portion FG connecting to 2"*^ end portion EF of 1®' immediate adjacent strut 
ABCDEF and 2"^ end portion JK connecting to 1®* end portion KL of second immediate strut 
KLMNOP as recited in the claims (please, refer to reproduced and labeled Fig. 27 below). 
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As to claims 21 and 30, curved portion GHIJ includes two curves GH and IJ. 

As to claims 22, 27-28, 31, 36-37, Globerman- 161 (col. 1, lines 21-33) discloses stent of 
stainless steel (balloon expanding stent) or stent of shape memory (self expanding stent) 
substantially as recited in the claims, 

As to claims 23 and 32, curved portion BCDE, GHIJ and LMNO are in phase with one 
another. 

As to claims 24 and 33, 1®' end portion FG and 2nd end portion JK are curved portions of 
a wavy strut FGHIJK. Alternatively, a wavy shape ring or a sinusoidal shape ring in a stent are 
well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have end 
portions FG and JK curved into portions of a wavy shape or a sinusoidal shape as these 
configuration are well known in the art. 

As to claims 25 and 34, strut FGHIJK is a generally continuous wave along a 
circumferential line segment that is substantially parallel to the longitudinal axis of the stent. 

As to claims 26 and 35, Globerman- 161 (Fig. 2-3 and 14-15) discloses wave 
rings/springs become straighter in an expanded configuration. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
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ground provided tlie conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned with 
this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the scope 
of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

At least claims 20 and 29 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting 
over at least claims 1 and 18 of U. S. Patent No. 5,895,406 and over at least claims 1-6 of U. S. 
Patent No. 5,980,553 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" 
already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and is 
covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, 
such as: circumferential springs or bands or rings, waves or struts. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 20-37 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
